CIA feels that -within the USIB community there will he the obvious 
need for close coordination between COMOR and the SIGINT Committee, and 
perhaps other committees. Based on experience with EL HIT, this is not 
novel and should not require any tight stipulation on coordination. 
Historically, for instance, when ELIOT problems have arisen • experts 
have been brought to COMOR by its members and NS A is of course a member 
It is the CIA view, therefore, that the procedures recommended in para- 
graph 3 of the Coordination Staff memorandum should emphasize the COMOR 
responsibility to coordinate and seek aid wherever needed, rather than 
leave the implication that NSA, for instance, is a special problem. To 
make this clear we propose! that the paragraph be rewritten as follows:

1. The agreement of 2 May 1962 between the Secretary of Defense 
and the- Director of Centra]. Intelligence regarding the National 
Reconnaissance Program (NRP) states that the Program will be "responsive 
to, and only to, the requirements and priorities as established by the 
United States Intelligence Board." The Director, National Reconnaissance 
Office (DNRO) has raised the question of which USIB group(s) the 
National Reconnaissance Office (NRO) should look to for guidance on 
requirements and priorities. The DNRO has also suggested that the NRO 
be represented in an ex-officio capacity on the principal subsidiary 
coramittee(s) of the USIB which are concerned with the NRP. Attached 

are the memoranda from the DNRO, dated 5 June 1962 and 27 July 1962, 
in which he raised these matters. 

2. Because of the importance and sensitivity of the collection 
operations involved, the USIB should consider as a matter of priority 
the means and procedures by which it will furnish this guidance, and 
prepare for transmission to the DNRO a statement of current collection 
requirements and priorities for overhead reconnaissance activities. 

There are several types of collection requirements and priorities 
involved which USIB should consider: requirements and priorities within 
each of the technical collection areas involved (photographic, SIGINT, 
mapping and geodesy), and the relative priorities among these sets of 
requirements. The USIB can make full use of tile capabilities and 
competence now existing within the community in the technical areas 
Involved in accomplishing this task. 
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3. The Committee on Overhead Reconnaissance (COMOR) based on the 
responsibilities assigned to it in DCID Ho. 2 / 7 , appears to be the 
appropriate element to develop for the Board overall statements of 
requirements and to determine the relative priorities among the 
different technical collection areas involved. COMOR, in carrying 
out this overall function, in addition to its function of developing 
the collection requirements and priorities for photography, should 
look to USA for assistance and support with respect to SIGINT collection 
(based on the overall SIGINT requirements from the SIGINT Committee) 
and similarly to DIA with respect to mapping and geodetic collection. 

The present membership of COMOR should be augmented in accomplishing 
this overall task by ad hoc participation of additional specially 
qualified representatives. The latter could appropriately include 
representation from the NRO as suggested by this DNRO in his 27 July 
memorandum .
